The first annual re-union of the Academy 
of Irish Art was held last night at the 
Gresham Hotel, Dublin. Mr. Michael 
O’Beirne presided. Among those present 
were :—The Rev. J. Canavan, S.J.; Mrs. 
Reddin, Miss May Power, Mr, P. Sweeney, 
Mr. William Montgomery, Miss Doran, Mr. 
R. J. Lloyd, Miss Muriel Liddle, Miss 
Andrews, Mr. Martin Dixon, Miss Teresa 
Mulpetre, Mr. P. J. Gunning, Sligo; Miss 
Annie Sweeney and Miss Marion King, who 
designed the silver medals of the Academy ; 
Mr. Ben O’Hickey, hon secretary. 

Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly, the Minister for 
Local Government, was unable to be present 
owing to the sitting of the Dail, and sent a 
letter of apology. 

Mr. Ben O’Hickey made the inaugural 
address to the re-union, and said that in the 
fight for the establishment of a movement 
toward a national spirit and outlook in art 
and culture, he had found more intriguin 
than in any other —_ he had been poe 
in. The Irish ‘fighting instinct had pre- 
vailed, and he was more than pleased with 
the result.
